' Fifty People Burned. 


HALIFAX, N. S., Nov. 8.—About tlwelve 


o'clock last night while all the hands \ were 
sleeping, fire broke out in the bake house, in 
the basement of the immense poor asylum 
building. Exactly how it originated i? no 
very clear, but the smoke of the smoulder 
ing wood spread throngh the building'anc 
caused the utmost terror among the four or 
five thousand inmates of the institution 
There was no immediate danger, so the 
officials of the asylum did not take steps to 
remove the inmates. An alarm was sounded 
ahd the stroke of the bell had scarce com- 
menced, when the reels were run ont of the 
engine houses, as one or two men happened 
to be abont. In the west wing the old wo 
men and children were seen at the windows 
crying to be let out. A sturdy axeman 
dashed at the door leading from this wing 
into the yard, and knocked it in. The stair- 
ways were crowded and out came the proces- 
sion of women, nursing infants, old gray 
headed grandmas and feeble old men. Then 
it became known that they in the upper 
wards of that wing were helpless. Some oJ 
the firemen, and afterwards others who were 
among the early arrivals, hastened up and 
with willing hands were soon getting the 
blind, halt and lame down the winding stairs. 
In the meantime the flames in the basement 
which the superintendent, engineer and offi- 
cials were trying to keep under, spread to the 
base of the long air shaft, or elevator, reach- 
ing to the top of the main building. The 
draft here swept the flames upwards with 
tremendous force, and in a few seconds the 
heaviest part of the conflagration was in the 
top of the main building. The story just 
tinder the eaves in this building was used as 
a hospital, and in it were abont seventy pa- 
tients all perfectly helpless; the fire was now 
fiercely burning right in the hospital and 
above it the heat was so intense, the lead 
poured down the roof in streams of brilliant 
fire, and the slate flew everywhere in deadly 
shower, rendering any near approach to the 
building almost certain death. 
Notwith- 


standing this, there were hundreds standing 
outside who would willingly have entered the 
building if they could have found their way 
throngh the place. Indeed, several did go 
in, without guidance, but could do nothing 
m the immenee building, and had to return. 
An attempt was made to raise the ladders to 
the windows, but the ladders were too shor 
and after a fireman was knocked down | b 
falling brick, and it was seen the laddert 
would be swept away in a few minutes, the 
attempt ceased. The fire burned throngh 
the roof and the scene was one never to 
be forgotten. Far above the roar of Ithe 
flames and the crack of bursting slates, were 
heard the cries of the wretched patients in 
the hospital, who were roasting to death. 
Most of them could not leave their beds, and 
were, perhaps, stifled by the smoke before the 
cruel names reached them, but others were 
seen to dash themselves against the windows 
and cling to the sash till their strength 
was 
exhausted 
or 
their 
hands 


burned off1 and they fell back into the seeth- 
ing caldron of flames. A woman was seen to 
drag herself to the corner of the window and 
forcing her body half out till she could breathe 
cool air, remained in that position until her 
bead burned off. It is known there were over 
seventy patients in the hospital, and as far as 
could be ascertained only six were carried out 
before the flames cut off all farther approach 
to the place. A medical man, who is in a po- 
sition to know, estimated the loss not less 
than fifty, and these all patients in the hospi- 
tal. The poor old people and little children 
rescued from other parts of the building were 
huddled together in a barn some little dis- 
tance away, and where they were packed 
around with straw and blankets to keep them 
comfortable till morning. The building is 
still burning fiercely, and there is no doubt it 
will be totally destroyed. It is insured.

Interesting Army Facts. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—The annual report of 


Gen. Sherman was given to the public to-day. 
It is accompanied by the report of the division 
commander, Gen. Sheridan and Inspector 
General Sacket. The report shows that the 
general staff consists of 573 officers and 1,216 
enlisted men. The army proper consists of 
ten regiments of cavalry,431 officers andG,38S 
men; five regiments of cavalry, 280 officeis 
and 2,493 mep; twenty-five regiments of in 
fantry, 877 officers and 8,773 men; total, in- 
cluding unavailable men detailed at various 
points, being 2,162 officers and 23,021 men. 
He says the eiperience of the world shows 
that but 66 pey cent of an army is available 
for active serv ce and as 25,000 are really 
needed for a landing army he recommends 
that the limit; < if the army be increased to 
030,00. Officel s and men in the army are 
now overworkj i, and must continue so until 
the number ij| increased. He reviews the 
work of the jear somewhat in detail, arriv- 
ing at the conclusion that there has been a 
less number of Indian outbreaks in the year 
than at any tiifee for twenty years past. This 
is duo to the efficiency of the army. The re- 
port devotes considerable space to the growth 
of the great west, and says that now that the 
transition period is past, it is the duty of the 
government to select certain strategic points 
for permanent, army posts, and construct 
comfortabl^r buildings on them so as not to 
longer compel the officers and men to live in 
holes in the ground, shanties or green cotton- 
wood log huts. 


Politieal Tragedy in South Carolina. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Nov. 7.—A special to 


the News and Courier from Vanville says: 
Policeman Robert Reid, of Hampton court 
house, threatened to take a pistol from Jake 
Gantt, a negro, on Sunday, and Gantt there- 
upon went to the town of Branson, collected 
about twenty negroes and returned to Hamp- 
ton court house. Reid upon seeing Gantt in- 
sisted that he should give np the pistol. Ihere 
were six whites near the court house, Robert 
Reid, C. Newell, Ad. Gerald, Samuel Devitt, 
Maj. Consey and H. A. Peoples. These were 
all the white men visible on the street. Reid 
was immediately fired into by upwards of fif- 
teen negroes and almost instantly killed. The 
negroes then turned upon the other -whites 
and severely beat and cut Newell, Gerald and 
DeWitt. Mr. Henry Peoples at this time 
leaped upon his horse ani put spurs to it. "I 
will go to Vainville and call on help." When 
he_ got to the edge of the town be was way- 
laid by two negroes who dragged him from 
his horse and stabbed him in the left thigh 
and side and were brutally beating him, when 
he frightened them off by cSalUng for help.
